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CHAE Kwok YING, the new Chi- 
nese Minister to the Unitdd States, 
does notagree with Bishop Fowler 
on the Chinese question. The 
good bishop found the Celestials 
very much incensed at the United 
States because it has ventured to 
deny Mongolians admission to its 
shores. The feeling of hostility, 
he says, permeates the Govern- 
ment, which is contemplating re- 
taliatory measures of the most 
sweeping character. The bishop 
even goes so far as to predict the 
invasion of the United States by 
an army of 5,000,000 Celestials 
within ten years from now. The 
diplomatic minister, who is sup- 
pesed to know something about 
the views and policy of his Gov- 
ernment, contradicts the reverend 
minister on every point. Inter- 
viewed ihe other day, be said that 
his Government does not look with 
favor upon emigration, and con- 
sequently is satisfied with the ex- 
clusion and restriction acts passed 
by Congress. This may be re- 
garded as authentic information. 
In China, as in Europe, emigration 
is vastly stimulated by the agen- 


cies of various steamship compan- | 


ies, which derive enormous profits 
from the emigrant traffic. They 
are naturally hostile to restriction, 
and no doubt are mainly respon- 
sible forghe occasional manifesta- 
tion of a spirit of hostility against 
Americans in the great ports of 
the Celestial empire. The Imper- 
ial Government has a perfect right 
to resent outrages committed upon 
Chinese in other countries, and 
may be expected to resort to re- 
taliation whenever such action, in 
its judgment, may be necessary to 
secure justice to Mongolians who 
reside or have resiced in the United 
States, and who are suffering from 
the consequences of mob violence 
or undue discrimination against 
them by public officers. But it 
looks upon the exclusion of coolie 
immigration from this country 
with fayor rather than with re- 
sentment. 


CONGRESSMAN MILLS proposes 
to ignore the fact of a Republican 
majority in the House. “We do 
not propose,” says the Texas states- 
man, “that the Republican ma- 
jority shall pass a single measure 
without our consefit.” The pres- 
ent rules of the House enable a 
minority to fritter away time ip 
motions to adjourn, calls of the 


House and other expedients of 


keeping the members busy witb 
ayes and noes,and Mr. Mills will 
not have them changed. It re- 
mains to be seen if Mr. Mills can 
carry out his threat. There are a 
good many Democrats who hope 
to-have a political fature, and it is 
improbable that they will sign it 
away at the bidding of the gentle- 
man from Texas. The theory of 
our Government, says the San 
Francisco Call, is that the Consti- 
tution’protects minorities. Inthat 
document a limit, is placed upon 
the power of Congress to make 
laws. If Congress enacts a law in 
conflict with the Constitution the 
Supreme Court. of the United 
States can set it aside. There is 
no danger, therefore, to the rights 
of minorities in any proposed 
change inthe rules of the House. 
Evidently what Mills fears is a law 


which will prevent the return of 


Democrats in Southern Republican 
districts.
